(1)  Sp<3n  of  Co  ntrol:  The  spr^n  of  control  of  the  bntt?lion  continues  to 
bo  honvily  toxcd  due  to  the  greet  distances  between  bnttslion  hc?dquerters 
and  the  firing  batteries,  Dui-ing  periods  of  attachment,  the  battalion  re¬ 
mains  charged  with  personnel  administration,  gunnery  standards  end  maintenax'oe 
supervision  of  the  firing  batteries.  The  distance  between  firing  bcotteries 
and  battalion  headquarters  and  the  service  elements  of  the  battalion  vr-ried 
up  to  1B0  Idlometers.  Kcilcopter  transportation  became  the  key  to  effective 
supervision  and  to  e.'qrediting  maintenance  activities.

(5)  Service  Eattery:  Service  Battery  v/as  instrumental  in  aiding  the  de¬ 
fense  of  the  LONG  BINH-PLANTATION  area.  Service  Battery  received  several 
122mn  rockets  and  a  heavy  volume  of  small  arms  and  automatic  weapons  fire, 
Despito  the  intenisity  of  the  fire,  no  casualties  were  suffered.

2,  (C)  Operations: 

a,  IT'iJJi:  Recent  Combat  Actions  -  TST  Offensive 

OBSIRVATION:  During  the  enemy's  recent  T2T  Offensive,  many  lessons 
were  learned  in  the  area  of  perimeter  defense,  fire  support  coordination, 
and  delivery  of  self-protective  fires.  On  the  night  of  18  Feb  68,  Battery 
B  was  attacked  by  an  estimated  battalion  sized  force  at  FS/PB  AIJDFRSON.  A 
mortor/rocket  attack  preceded  an  intensive  ground  attack  by  the  enemy  force. 

In  some  instances,  RFG  (rocket  propelled  grenade  )  rounds  v;ore  fired  from 
as  close  as  tv/enty  meters.  The  action  resiilted  in  the  loss  of  one  howitzer, 
moderate  to  severe  damage  to  four  wheeled  vehicles,  one  US  KI/l  and  twenty- 
two  US  V/L\»s^ 

iiA/ALUATION:  It  ivas  found  that  maximum  utilization  of  artillv^ry  and 
gunships  could  bo  obtained  if  proper  boundaries,  fire  coordination  linos  and 
flight  corridors  were  used.  Using  this  system,  the  battery  was  able  to  em¬ 
ploy  three  other  artillery  batteries  for  defensive  concentrations  on  one  side 
of  its  position  area  v;hile  gunships  were  employed  from  the  other  side.  De¬ 
spite  the  intensity  of  the  attack,  battery  personnel  defended  the  area  from 
tactically  placed  two^-man,  steel  culvert,  sandbagged  bunkers.  The  hov.dtzors 
and  other  vehicles  wore  dug  in  to  lower  their  silhouettes  and  a  dirt  berm 
was  placed  around  the  equipment  affoixiing  it  rocket  and  small  arms  protection, 
Enemy  casualties  were  four  confirmed  VC  KI/i's  on  the  battery  perimeter  and 
nineteen  total  VC  KI/. 's  around  the  FS/PB,  During  this  action  the  battery  fired 
direct  fire,  charge  1 ,  fuze  time  with  high  explosive  end  white  phosphorus  am¬ 
munition.  This  fire  was  detonated  as  close  as  300  meters  from  the  FS/FB  peri¬ 
meter,  silencing  automatic  weapons,  small  arms  and  mortar  fire.  Fire  could 
not  be  broxight  any  closer  without  increasing  the  possibility  of  shrapnel 
blow-back. 


b,  ITiil:  Night  River  Crossing  -  K109  Howitzer  Eattery 

OBSmVATION:  On  the  night  of  17-18  loar  68,  Eattery  B  conducted  a 
crossing  of  tho  DONG  IIAI  RBGIR  in  conjunction  idth  elements  of  the  11th  ACR 
end  the  199th  Lt  Inf  Bdo,  The  river  crossing  was  accomplished  with  difficulty 
over  hastily  constructed  IX5M  loading  and  off-loading  sites,  AIC's  fx^sn  tho 
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11th  hCR  crossea  vathout-'orri'icuity  using  only  one  LCK.  Tho  first  hi  09 
hovdtzor  mot  vdth  difficulty  during  off-locding  frora  the  lOM.  Insufficient 
bank  preparation  and  irapropor  demolition  usage  weakened  the  banlc  to  the  paint 
that  the  27  ton  Ml 09  became  mired  in  the  river  bank.  Bulldozers  and  AFC's 
had  to  be  usexi  to  pull  it  out  of  the  mud.  Considerable  improvements  had  to 
be  made  before  the  river  crossing  could  be  completed  without  difficulty, 

EViiLU/iTIOK;  Considerable  engineer  effort  is  requirt^i  to  properly 
prepare  a  Landing  site  for  M109  howitzers.  Leveling,  packing  and  placement 
of  pierced  steel  planking  are  absolutely  essential  to  a  timely  and  successful 
hasty  crossing.  The  LCM  is  a  satisfactory  vessel  to  be  used  for  river  cross¬ 
ing  with  an  11109  firing  battery, 

c,  ITHi;  Operation  of  FADAC  under  Dusty  Conditions: 

OB.iiilVJiTION;  During  the  dry  season  in  Vietnam,  the  large  volume  of 
dust  present  collects  on  the  FADAC  table  and  causes  air  filters  on  the  F*.DAC 
to  become  clogged.  Daily  cleaning  and  maintenance  of  the  FADAC  air  filters 
is  often  insufficient  to  cope  ivith  the  problem, 

LVjLUaTION:  Covering  the  console  of  the  FADAC  and  the  table  area 
below  the  air  filters  with  a  damp  cloth  will  prevent  most  of  the  dust  from 
collecting  on  the  FADAC.  Prior  to  turning  the  F/iDAC  on,  the  damp  cloths 
are  removed  and  the  operational  area  is  relatively  dust  free. 

d,  ITIil;  Pre-Cut  Ammunition  Bunkers 


OBSHIVATIOK:  Supporting  framerrark  for  ammunition  bimkers  was  pre¬ 
pared  in  Battery  A  base  camp  at  IIUI  DAT  for  use  at  field  locations.  Bunkers 
arc  planned  to  bo  22  feet,  6  inches  in  length  and  5  fiAut  square  each.  The 
following  materials  are  needed  to  construct  one  bunker:

OBSjRV/iTIOW:  L^rge  cren/  bunkers  which  house  nore  than  tv/o  people 
in  a  field  position  rre  not  feasible  for  defense  of  the  .position  area.  The 
large  bunkers  require  an  excessive  .-amount  of  building  naterials,  construction 
and  destruction  time.  Four  pieces  of  standard  72"  metal  culvert  material 
are  rccuirod  to  construct  a  weather-proof  bunker  and  provide  good  first  round 
protection  from  hostile  fire  for  tv;o  men.  The  bunker  is  designed  to  contain 
cots  for  sleeping,  and  to  provide  protection  ns  a  fighting  position.  Four 
sections  of  culvert  are  overlapped  and  placed  on  a  sandbag  foundation.  Sand¬ 
bags  are  stacked  in  the  front  and  rear  in  such  a  manner  as  to  a.llow  firing 
of  individual  or  crow-sorvcd  v/oapons  from  inside  the  bunker  and  serve  as 
blast  shields  for  personnel*  Three  layers  of  sandbags  are  placed  on  top  of 
the  culvert  section  to  provide  adequcMte  overhead  cover.

Additionally,  cul¬ 
vert  materials,  v/'-ile  heavy,  are  compact,  and  accurate  planning  for  position 
occupation  is  realised  through  the  use  of  this  system.

It  was  characterised  ay  ■  aroo  to  ren  days  jji  the  field  with  an 
intervening  two  to  four  day  rest  a\d  r.vaintenance  period  at  Dong  Tam,  2ach 
tine  the  battery  closed  at  Dong  Tan,  it  wont  into  support  of  Task  Force  Fun- 
ston.  This  called  for  the  firing  of  H&I*s,  intelligence  targets,  contact 
missions  and  counter  nortar/rccket  fires  for  base  security  elements  and 
ARVN  ground  forces, 

b.  On  2  Feb  68,  the  unit  returned  from  FS/PB  Giao  Due,  V^S9754.01,  and 
began  to  support  US  forces  engaged  in  the  counter  TiHT  Offensive  along  High¬ 
way  4  and  in  and  around  Ify  Tho,  On  20  Fob  68,  the  battery  was  recalled 
from  its  role  in  support  of  tho  1st  Bde,  9th  Inf  Div,  and  embarked  for  Can 
Tho  and  a  subsequent  roadmarch  to  Phung  Hiep-  V/R904845*  Here  the  unit  as¬ 
sisted  the  2d  Bde  in  its  attempt  to  relieve  pressure  on  Can  Tho  by  conducting 
a  raid  on  the  enemy's  corp  level  headquarters  to  the  southwest  of  Phung  Hiep, 

c.  After  the  battery  returned  to  Dong  Tam  on  25  Feb  68,  io  remained  in 
its  static  mission  of  Task  Force  Funston  support  until  6  Mar  68,  At  1010  hrs 
on  6  Mar,  the  unit  \'fas  relieved  from  its  attachment  to  the  9th  Inf  Div  and 
road  marched  from  Dong  Tam  to  FS/PB  Pails,  ITI33082,  and  assumed  missions  of 
GS,  IIFFORGEV  and  reinforcing  the  2d  Bn,  40th  Arty, 

d.  Husky  Charlie,  as  the  unit  was  known  throughout  the  operational  area, 
was  the  first  155mm  SP  artillery  battery  committed  to  the  conflict  in  the 
Mekong  Delta.  A  need  for  its  presence  arose  because  the  I05mm  barg^-mounted 
artillery  was  restricted  in  its  penetration  of  streams  and  canals,  and  a  far¬ 
ther  reaching,  heavier  projectile  was  required  to  fill  gaps  and  to  add  de¬ 
sired  destructive  power.  Initially,  when  the  battery  arrived,  no  experience 
factors  Were  available  and  the  battery  was  moving  on  virgin  territory/,  VJith 
aerial  reconnaissance  seriously  restricted  due  to  security  reasons,  as  v;ell 
as  non-availability  of  aircraft,  the  greatest  amount  of  flexibility  had  to 
be  maintained  in  the  execution  of  plans.  The  unit  met  the  ever  present 
chcllenges  and  succeeded  in  providing  what  ia  a  must  for  any  artillery  unit, 
namely,  timely,  accurate  and  effective  fires. 

e.  The  battery  fired  a.  total  of  2,817  missions  expending  38,136  rounds 
of  ammunition  during  tho  operational  period,

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10,  /idijiinistrativG  Matters: 

0.  Personnel  Records  and  Pay:  Although  the  battery  was  attached  to 
the  9th  Inf  Div,  all  records  continued  to  be  maintained  by  the  parent  \uiit. 

b.  Mail:  Mail  and  distribution  were  delivered  by  battalion  representa¬ 
tives  at  frequent  intervals,  normallj’-  every  other  day.  No  hardships  were 
experienced. 

c.  P.est  and  Recreation:  A  normal  R^R  program  was  maintained.  Personnel 
bound  for  out-of-country  R&R  sites  were  returned  to  the  Long  Binh  area  for 
out-processing.  In-country  RSR  personnel  were  dispatched  directly  to  Vung  Tau. 

d.  DEROS  and  Replacement  Personnel:  Personnel  returning  to  CONUS  oUt- 
processed  at  Long  Binh  through  Battalion  and  54th  Artillery  Group  facilities. 
Equipment  turn-in  was  handled  by  battery  personnel  maintaining  the  base  camp 
at  Bien  Hoa.  Incoming  personnel  were  processed  through  the  same  channels. 

e.  Treatment,  Evacuation  and  Hospitalization  of  Personnel: 

(1)  Dong  Tara:  bMle  positioned  at  Dong  Tara,  medical  facilities 
available  were  the  9th  Surgical  Hospital  and  the  6lst  Medical  Detachment. 

Normal  sick  call  was  handltsd  by  the  medical  detachment. 

(2)  Field  Positions:  Battlefield  casualties  were  processed,  as  a  rul.e, 
thru  the  hospital  barge  which  normally  accompanied  the  3d  Bn,  34th  Arty. 

After  screening,  appropriate  cases  were  transfered  to  the  USS  BENHttH,  v/here 
a  surgical  team  was  on  standby  to  stabilize  serious  cases  prior  to  evacuation 
to  the  surgical  hospital  at  Dong  Tam. 

(3)  To  prevent  the  occurrence  of  skin  disease,  instructions  were  issued 
to  reduce  the  wearing  of  slurts  to  a  minimum  and  to  air  feet  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible.  Shower  buckets  were  provided  and  every  effort  nade  to  obtain  sufficjcr.l 
v/ater  for  showers.  As  a  result  no  skin  diseases  developed, 

(4)  During  the  hours  of  darkness,  shirts  were  worn  vdth  sleeves  rolled 
dovTi,  Despite  the  large  number  of  mosqxiitos,  no  malaria  cases  developed. 

(5)  No  he.?lth  problems  were  encountered. 


f.  Claims;  In  case  of  claims  for  damage  resulting  from  US  activities 
in  a  given  areh,  the  claimant  should  be  referred  to  the  district  cliief  for 
all  necessary  paperwork  and  payment.  This  procedure  v/as  followed  when  two 
of  tho  buildings  adjoining  Cai  B'=‘'s  south  landing  site  were  partially  demo- 
lishod  by  ICU's  during  off-load' '1^  ooerations, 

g.  Rolations  with  Local  Populace:; 

(1)  Since  about  ^80^  of  Dinh  Tuong  Province  '/as  considered  syrapath^-tic 
to  the  enemy,  all  hamleos,  villages  and  to:ms  were  declared  off  limits  by  the 
unit  commander, 

(2)  1/hile  occupying  positions  with  /RVN  or  RF/PP  Outposts,  an  amiable 
relationship  developed  between  the  Vietnamese  and  /ircericon  troops, 

(3)  Close  liaison  was  established  with  US  Advisors  end  their  ■*  ' 
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h,  Ilaintennncti; 

(1)  Orgnnizationnl  Hc'intenonco: 

(a)  Due  to  the  frequent  moves  executed  by  the  battery  and  the  number  of 
rounds  fired,,  vehicular  and  howitzer  maintenance  were  of  primary  importance. 

In  order  to  accomplish  a  naxinun  amount  of  v;ork  in  a  minimum  amount  of  tine, 
the  authorized  maintenance  section  was  augmented  by  additional  porsorjiel. 

With  two  exceptions,  the  unit  had  only  between  one  and  three  days  betv/oen 
moves  to  make  necessary  repairs.  Even  during  this  period,  vehicles  and  wea¬ 
pons  were  operationally  committed  to  a  great  extent.  Initially  the  vThole 
maintenance  section  accompanied  the  battery  when  in  the  field.  Experience, 
however,  showed  that  only  a  small  number  of  needed  repairs  could  be  accomplished 
due  to  space,  equipment  and  tactical  limitations.  At  that  point  the  decision 
was  made  to  establish  and  maintain  maintenance  facilities  at  the  Dong  Tom 

base  and  to  leave  vehicles  for  maintenance  behind  as  deemed  appropriate.  Neces¬ 
sary  PUi  items,  tools  and  one  each  artillery  and  wheeled  vehicle  mechanic  con¬ 
tinued  to  accompany  the  battery,. 

(b)  It  was  generally  found  that  to  designate  a  fixed  maintenance  time 
while  in  the  field  was  not  feasible  due  to  the  operational  committments  such 
08  resupply  convoys,  moves  and  fire  missions.  While  stationed  at  Dong  Tara, 
all  available  time  was  devoted  to  maintenance  and  repairs,  . 

(2)  Support  Maintenance: 

(a)  Towards  tho  end  of  the  operation  and  vath  no  new  howitzers  in  sight, 
the  decision  was  made  to  phase  hoTd.tzcrs  and  M54S's  into  the  2d  Kaint  Bn  at 
Vung  Tau  for  a  general  overhaul  and  needed  repairs.  About  50^  of  the  crcT'j 
accompanied  the  vehicluSa  About  two  weeks  before  the  battery  left  the  Delta, 
a  contact  team  with  a  turret  specialise,  in  charge  arrived  from  the  2d  Maint 
Bn.  All  vehicles  and  howitzer.s  were  -I'd  and  corresponsing  requisitions 
submitted.  Under  tho  very  capable  and  energetic  leadership  of  the  team  chief, 
parts  began  to  arrive. 

(b)  Sinall  arms,  radios  and  associated  items  were  repaired  or  repair  parts 
furnished  to  tho  battery  by  3  Co,  709th  Maint  Bn,  a  9th  Inf  Div  support  unit, 

(c/  larts  which  at  tines  were  in  critical  and  sudden  demand  and  for  which 
no  sudden  replacement  was  .available,  v/ore  hand  made  at  a  Navy  machine  shop 
anchored  in  tho  Dong  Ton  basin.  Sample  items  were  shafts  for  tho  manual  tra¬ 
versing  system,  shifting  forks  for  the  Ml 09  governor,  etc, 

(3)  Primary  Problems: 

(a)  M109  hoTd.tzor:  The  primary  problem  with  the  howitzer  was  automotive. 

Many  of  the  problems  were  caused  by  the  cooling  system  which  appears  to  be 
underdusigned.  Radiators  sprung  leaks  ropenttxlly,  causing  engines  to  overheat. 
This  in  turn  led  to  cracked  heads  and  melted  injector  tips.  R.-5diator  fans  be¬ 
came  inoporativo  and  broken  gages  and  corresponding  sanding  units  could  not  be 
replaced.  Fuel  tanks  sprung  l*;''l:s  and  vfere  repaired  as  time  become  iivailablo, 
Ihgincs  wore  placed  under  parlTicul'-r  strain  because  of  inoperative  air  f?lter 
systems  in  fom*  howitzers.  Ih-ssing  oL-mps,  hosos  and  blower  motors  had  been 
placed  on  Rod  Ball  Expended  reqvdsitioii  in  August,  At  this  time  they  not 
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Unfiltered  fir,  highly  contfninfted  by  dust  and  sand,  ws  thus  pemitted  to 
be  sucked  directly  into  the  supercharger  Tvithout  first  pfssing  through  the 
air  filters.  The  artillery  portion  of  the  weapon  performed  well.  The  only 
problems  were  seals  which  wore  out  through  normal  use  and  for  vMch  replace¬ 
ments  were  hard  to  find.  Thu  main  concern  in  such  a  comparatively  isolated 
location  as  Dong  Tam  was  the  repLaceraent  of  spare  parts.  Qualified  person¬ 
nel  to  perform  all  necessary  repairs  were  found  within  the  battery  itself. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  deadline  tine,  as  much  as  was  possible,  each  hovdtaer 
was  called  out  of  action  for  maintenance  at  least  for  a  half  day  each  week. 

At  that  tine  the  breech  mechanism  was  disassembled,  all  sliding  surfaces  de- 
burred,  and  all  parts  and  mechanisms  serviced  and  lubricated  as  required, 

(b)  It  was  found  that  the  M57S  VTR  was  not  capable  of  towing  Ml09  how¬ 
itzers  for  any  distance.  Since  howitzers  are  the  items  most  likely  to  break 
down,  and  the  resulting  recovery  distances  are  normally  considerable,  o  sub¬ 
stitute  vehicle  for  meeting  tovdng  requirements  for  a  medium  SP  battery  should 
be  found. 

(c)  M5A8  Cargo  Carrier:  Due  to  the  problems  encountered  with  the  M548, 
this  vehicle  should  be  returned  to  the  service  test  stage  of  developnent  and 
subjected  to  vigorous  tests.  The  concept  of  the  vehicle  is  a  good  one,  but 
breakdowns  in  the  cooling  system,  transfer,  transmission,  and  electrical 
system  make  it  highly  vmdependnble  in  a  convoy  under  combat  conditions, 

(d)  VJhucled  Vehicles:  Do  unusual  problems  developed  among  wheeled  vehicles. 
Normal  problems  encountered  were  an  occasional  broken  axle,  steering  diffi¬ 
culties,  electrical  shorts  and  vrorn  out  brakes,  A  considerable  amount  of 

tires  were  replaced.  At  times  it  was  difficult  to  obtain  5-ton  truck  tires 
and  inner  tubes. 

(e)  Retteries:  a''tteries  of  all  twes  and  acid  were  in  short  supply 
at  all  times  during  operations. 

(f)  Nitrogen  supplyi  Recommend  that  each  firing  battery  operating  inde¬ 
pendently  in  areas  isolated  from  competent  ordnance  support  be  furnished  vdth 
nitrogen  and  necessary  gages  and  hoses.  These  items  are  re<.iuired  in  order  to 
service  the  howitzers  nitrogen  S3rsteias  and  optical  instruments,  Othendse, 
unaocessary  and  unacceptable  delays  in  the  repair  of  the  weapons  will  result. 

1 1 .  Conclusions : 

a.  That  the  employment  of  the  Ml 09  howitzer  is  feasible  in  the  delta 
area  of  Vietnam. 

b.  That  the  hi 09  howitzer  is  preferable  to  the  Ml 14  hoLdtzer  due  to 
its  inherent  64OO  mil  capability,  ease  of  placement  and  greater  mobility  and 
fire  power.  The  need  of  trail  pits  and  a  hardstand  for  the  pedestal  make 
the  Ml  14  impractical  in  an  area  where  the  water  level  during  the  rainy  season 
is  above  the  level  of  the  ground.  A  self-propelled  unit  with  its  direct  fire 
capability  and  comparatively  L'rge  number  of  mrehine  guns  may  travel  and  be 
positioned  with  0  smaller  seciudty  element. 

c.  That  8  medium  artillery  unit  in  the  delta  is  a  requirement.  The  more 
powerful  projectile  gives  added  punch  against  the  v;oll  constructed  enemy  bunkers 
os  well  ns  enemy  ground  forces.  The  increase  in  range  over  the  105ma  howitzers 
increases  the  reach  of  the  friendly  arms  into  areas  whore  the  enemy  used  to  be 
immune  to  artillery  fire.
